A typical teenage girl might ask for an IPod, cell¬ 
phone, maybe even a new car for her 16th birth¬ 
day, but Haley Gall is anything but typical. The 
15-year-old Hinton girl just received a set of new 
lungs — a gift that came just in time to save her 
life. 

'About two days before the lungs came, they told 
us they would permanently incubate her in the in¬ 
tensive care unit and she would slowly suffocate," 
said Laura Pringle Gall, who 
joined her daughter in the hos¬ 
pital atrium to talk about the 
groundbreaking operation. 

"They didn't give her much 
hope, maybe a week or so." 

Haley has cystic fibrosis, a 
condition that weakened her 
immune system so severely 
that she could barely breathe 
on her own. Before her life-sav¬ 
ing surgery she spent five 
months at Edmonton's Stollery 
Children's Hospital hooked up 
to oxygen 24 hours a day. 

It's been two weeks since the surgery, and doc¬ 
tors say that though the teen will still require 
treatment for her condition for the rest of her life, 
she could live an extra 10 to 15 years. 

"It's probably the most serious operation any¬ 
one can have," said Dr. Dale Lien, Haley's thoracic 
surgeon. "Though she still needs treatment, her fu-

ture looks very bright." 

Haley's new lungs have not shown any signs of 
rejection, and medical staff are confi¬ 
dent that will continue. The surgery is 
the second ever performed at the 
Stollery, and has truly left the teen 
with a new lease on life. 

"It's a great gift — the best thing 
you can do is give someone their life 
back," Haley said. "I'm going to go 
swimming, hiking, camping, and do 
all the strenuous activities I just 
couldn't do before, but now I can." 

"People have been telling me 
they've been doing everything to send 
a message to God," her mother Laura 
added. "He must have been listening."

Regional growth 
plan to be done 
by next April

The first-ever Capital region 
board meeting yesterday 
brought mayors and reeves 
from 25 local governments, 
some of whom voiced fears 
that the new level of gov¬ 
ernment would leave devel¬ 
opers tied up in red tape. 

Edmonton Mayor Stephen 
Mandel, along with a hand¬ 
ful of other municipal politi¬ 
cians, voiced concerns that 
long debates to improve the 
region could stall construc¬ 


tion projects. 

"I think it's not reason¬ 
able that we should hold 
anything up, I would think 
we should be able to create a 
process that should be very 
quick," said Mandel. 

The board of mayors and 
reeves representing 25 mu¬ 
nicipalities in the Capital re¬ 
gion was created as part of 
the Tory government's plans 
to address long-term growth 
after years of squabbling be¬ 
tween the city and the sur¬ 
rounding municipalities. 

During the meeting — 
also attended by Municipal 
Affairs Minister Ray Dany¬ 
luk — everyone seemed co¬ 
operative, and board 
chairman Christopher

Chairman Christopher Sheard 

Sheard says local municipal 
leaders have made the right 
step by finally getting down 
to talks on a new plan for 
the region. 

"Everybody wants to 
come to this board to make 
it a success, I haven't seen 
anyone from these munici¬ 
palities that wants this 
board to fail," said Sheard. 

"Success means, that at 
the end of the day, we will 
have a regional growth plan 


that will guide this region 
for the next 50 years. Suc¬ 
cess, once achieved, makes 
winners of us all." 

Mandel says the mood 


and the tone of the meeting 
was co-operative and it con¬ 
sisted of people "wanting to 
find solutions" facing issues 
in the region. 


It's expected the board 
should have a new plan 
completed by March 31, 
2009.

Repeat offenders are in the 
crosshairs of the new head of 
a province-wide task force on 
crime. 

Former New Brunswick 
Crown prosecutor Bill Wister, z 
flanked by senior Alberta law | 
enforcement figures, was in- I 
troduced as head of the Safe S 
Communities Secretariat ^ 
yesterday. The group was | 
created to co-ordinate and § 
implement the recommenda- g 
tions of the Crime Reduction 
and Safe Communities Task 
Force aimed at making Al¬ 
berta a safer place to live. 

The Alberta government 
has set aside $468 million for 
these recommendations and 
an additional $33 million to 
build government-owned 
addiction treatment facilities. 

One of the 30 recommen¬ 
dations is a set of province¬ 
wide criteria to identify 


repeat offenders and find 
ways to better deal with 
them. 

"We have very clear goals," 
Wister said. "We want to 
make an impact [on the re¬ 
peat offenders]." 

Edmonton Police Chief 
Mike Boyd said he's enthusi¬ 
astic about these recommen¬ 


dations, which he thinks will 
help eliminate the "catch and 
release" pattern with repeat 
offenders. 

"I think that's where we 
gain protection of the public, 
instead of that recycling and 
the revolving door," said 
Boyd. 

Other actions by the task 


force underway include 
Crown prosecutors at bail 
hearings and hurrying the 
process for prosecutors to 
help reduce lead time to trial. 

The Secretariat is made of 
staff from nine different min¬ 
istries of government includ¬ 
ing Education, Municipal 
Affairs and others.

Missing illegals tip of the iceberg: Expert 


Canada may face 
UN carbon trading 
suspension if guilty 

Canada will be investigated 
on suspicion of violating 
rules for registering green¬ 
house gases that are the 
mainstay of a UN-led fight 
against global warming, offi¬ 
cial documents show 

Ottawa played down the 
news, saying it was taking 
quick steps to ensure it com¬ 
plied by the rules. 

Canada could be sus¬ 
pended from rights to trade 
carbon dioxide if found to be 
in breach of the rules by the 


enforcement branch of the 
UN's Kyoto Protocol. Greece 
was suspended last month, 
the first country to face such 
a sanction. 

"On 5 May 2008 Canada 
was given an official notifi¬ 
cation of the decision of the 
enforcement branch to pro¬ 
ceed" with a formal question 
over compliance with rules 
on registering emissions, the 
enforcement branch said in a 
statement. The enforcement 
branch warned Canada last 
month that it risked scrutiny 
over alleged shortfalls in its 
greenhouse gas registry.

First UN relief 
flights arrive in 
devastated nation 

The first United Nations re¬ 
lief flights started to arrive 
late yesterday for cyclone 
victims in military-ruled 
Myanmar as a U.S. diplomat 
said that more than 100,000 
people may have been killed. 

The cyclone slammed into 
coastal towns and villages in 
the rice-growing Irrawaddy 
delta southwest of Yangon on 
Saturday, the most devastat¬ 
ing storm to hit Asia since 
1991, when 143,000 people 
were killed in neighbouring 


Bangladesh. 

Witnesses reported that 
villages were destroyed and 
people fought for survival by 
clutching trees as the storm 
brought walls of water 
charging inland from the sea. 

Aid has been trickling in 
from other Asian nations, al¬ 
though frustrated govern¬ 
ments and relief agencies are 
putting increasing pressure 
on Myanmar's reclusive mil¬ 
itary rulers to throw their 
borders wide open to as 
much help as possible. 

Thailand, Japan, India, 
China, Singapore and In¬ 
donesia were all flying in as¬ 


sistance. 

"The first plane has ar¬ 
rived with food supplies and 
three other flights were 
scheduled this morning," said 
Paul Risley, spokesman for 
the UN World Food Pro¬ 
gramme in Bangkok. 

Reports of cyclone damage 
in a country that used to be 
the world's largest rice ex¬ 
porter added to worries 
about tight global supplies of 
the grain. Richard Horsey of 
the UN Office of the Coordi¬ 
nation of Humanitarian Af¬ 
fairs said in Bangkok that 
5,000 square km of the delta 
were under water. reuters

Obama's big win in North 
Carolina and Clinton's slim 
victory in Indiana widened 
his advantage in their battle 
for the right to face Republi¬ 
can John McCain in the No¬ 
vember presidential election 
with just six contests re¬ 
maining. The results left the 
cash-strapped Clinton cam¬ 
paign with little chance to 
halt Obama's march to the 
nomination. 

But the New York senator 
brushed off calls to drop out 
of the race. "I'm staying in 
this race until there is a 
nominee," Clinton told re¬ 
porters after a campaign 
rally in West Virginia, which 
holds a primary Tuesday. 

Clinton dipped into her 
personal fortune again to 
try to keep pace with 
Obama, putting $5 million in 
to her campaign in 
April and $1.4 million over 
the past week, aides said.

Dallas looking to put 
40T affair behind them 

The Dallas Stars were weary after 
their quadruple-overtime win over 
San Jose in the early hours of Monday 
but still eager to play the Detroit Red

"It's like playing back-to-back 
games from a conditioning stand¬ 
point," goalie Marty Turco told re¬ 
porters on Tuesday about the 
five-hour 14-minute second-round se¬ 
ries clincher against the Sharks in a 
conference call.

No need to be leery of fluorescents 


Greenish glow, 
annoying flickering 
things of past 

W e’ve all heard about 
the conservation ben¬ 
efits of using fluores¬ 
cent lights — you can cut your 
lighting costs by more than half 
by using them. 

They are far more efficient pro¬ 
ducers of light, and they have a 
life span of six to 10 times the 
life of the average incandescent 
lamp, so consumers save money 
by buying fewer lights over time. 
So why do some people remain 
leery of using them? 

The design team has heard it 
often enough — many people 
have a notion that fluorescent 
light fixtures cast a greenish yel¬ 
low glow that is most unattrac¬ 
tive. And there was some truth to 
this many years ago. Luckily, 
those days are gone. 

The technology of fluorescent

lighting has developed enor¬ 
mously since then. The quality of 
light has improved, thanks to ad¬ 
vances that allow more natural 
light to be produced. 

Fluorescent lighting now 
comes in at least two types — a 
warm white which mimics the 
warm yellowish glow of incan¬ 
descent lights, and a cool white, 
which casts a whiter light with 
more blue tones in it. Warm 
whites are often used in homes, 
as people are used to that invit¬ 
ing tone of light. Cool whites, on 
the other hand, cast a whiter

“daylight” colour with 
more blue and green in it. These 
tend to be used in offices, or in a 
contemporary or modern loft set¬ 
ting. 

Not only that, the annoying 
flicker that was associated with 
fluorescent lighting is also a 


thing of the past, and this is be¬ 
cause the ballast system that is 
necessary in fluorescent lighting 
has improved as well. 

Another benefit is that fluores¬ 
cent lighting by its very nature 
does not produce as much heat 
as incandescent bulbs — they 
generate a whopping 70 per cent 
less heat than incandescent 
bulbs. And fluorescent bulbs and 
lamps now come in a wide range 
of sizes, shapes and wattages to 
fit many light fixtures. 

For example, Sylvania lights 
come in 50 to 60 types of fluores¬ 
cent bulbs, from compact twist 
bulbs to chandelier bulbs of vari¬ 
ous types, globe, reflector, and of 
course, long narrow lamps. 

Do remember it is important 
to buy good-quality fluorescent 
lights — the cheapest ones will 
not give you good service. (To be 
sure you’re getting a good-quality 
bulb, look for the energy star rat¬ 
ing— a government-backed pro¬ 


gram that helps businesses and 
individuals save money and pro¬ 
tect the environment through su¬ 
perior energy efficiency.) 

Good quality bulbs will also 
reduce the levels of mercury and 
lead used in these lights. Nor¬ 
mally, there is no release of mer¬ 
cury in your home through 
regular use — it would only hap¬ 
pen if the lamp is broken. 

And even then, the amount 
from a single bulb is very small, 
and would only become a health 
hazard at a disposal site, if a 
large number of lamps are dis¬ 
posed improperly. 

The good news for the home 
owner is that retailers such as 
Home Depot and IKEA accept flu¬ 
orescent bulbs for recycling, so 
you can dispose of heavy metals 
properly.

J ason Castro lost his 
chance at the Ameri¬ 
can Idol crown when 
he didn’t remember the 
lyrics for Bob Dylan’s Mr. 
Tambourine Man. 

The viewers were not as 
sympathetic for Castro, 
who was voted off the 
show last night, as they 
were two weeks ago with 
Brooke White when she 
fumbled on her song and 
had to start over. Maybe his 
magic has finally faded, or 
viewers really don’t get his 
artistry. 

It’s not that Castro is a 
horrible singer, he’s just 
not suited for this singing 
competition — he doesn’t 
fit the Idol mould. Per¬ 
haps busking back in his 
hometown of Rockwall, 
Texas, will work better for 
him. 

Nearly 51 million votes 
came flooding in following 
Tuesday’s Rock And Roll 


Hall Of Fame themed 
show, the highest this sea¬ 
son thus far. And it was so 
close that the competitors 
— Castro, David Cook, 
David Archuleta and Sye- 
sha Mercado — were all 
within a million votes of 
one another. 

Before the results were 
read, viewers were treated 
with the usual song and 
dance, a group perform¬ 


ance that featured the Idol 
hopefuls singing Reeling 
In The Years by Steely Dan. 
After host Ryan Seacrest re¬ 
vealed that both Archuleta 
and Cook were safe, judge 
Randy Jackson offered a 
few words of advice to 
Cook. 

“You just got to keep 
being yourself... you’ve 
been one of our most origi¬ 
nal ever ... and rock it out 


baby,” said Jackson. 

More performances fol¬ 
lowed including a number 
by pop rock band Maroon 
5 , which sang If I Never See 
Your Face Again, and an ap¬ 
pearance by Season 4 run¬ 
ner-up Bo Bice, who sang 
his new single Witness. 

This week’s bottom two 
included Mercado and Cas¬ 
tro. Thankfully, Mercado 
will be returning next 


week as part of the final 
three. She has proven to be 
a very strong competitor, 
and one to be reckoned 
with. Unfortunately, it was 
Castro’s turn to say good- 
bye. 

“It’s been a pleasure ... 
dreams do come true, so 
dream big,” said Castro be¬ 
fore ending the show 
singing Bob Marley’s I Shot 
The Sheriff.

Prager later comes back

This 
character has a twisted 
mind, like something 
more is happening than 
we, as viewers, can fathom. 
It’s as if he’s using his mar¬ 
riage and family life to 
hide from who he really is 
— a psychotic man who has 
to be in control. 

Meanwhile, Sweeney 
takes his wife and two 
daughters away from the

But it can work. 

It’s important if you’re 
about to become a step¬ 
mother, no matter how 
long you’ve already been in 
the relationship, to do 
some research and home¬ 
work. 

You and your fiance need 
to discuss what exactly he 
expects, how much actual 
“mothering” he expects 
you to do for his child(ren), 


and how he sees the merg¬ 
ing of the families. 

If, for example, you’re 
marrying a man with 
teenagers and have none of 
your own, it would be pru¬ 
dent to read up on 
teenagers of today. Just hav¬ 
ing been one yourself does¬ 
n’t give you enough 
expertise. 

Creating a happy home 
life is the key to living a 
healthy, fulfilling and 
happy life yourself. And re¬ 
member: The children, 
whether babies or grown, 
didn’t choose you over 
their real mother. It’s up to 
you to win them over.
